We agree wholeheartedly that the 
alxive situation isn't a very agreeable one tor those 
who make the lower grades, lint we <lo not agree- 
that a honor system is the solution. 

It does not sound plausible tor a student who 
goes to such elalxirate means to acquire a test to 
suddenly turn saint at the mention ot an honor 
system and cast aside his erring ways. Another 
jxiint to consider: it a student did have the test 
and other members ol the class knew alwnit it. 
under this system it would I* their duty to turn 
their classmate in to the professor. * Xn action of 
this kind would require quite a bit of courage on 
the students part. Would the) Im willing to do it? 

Under the present svstem. UK students are sup- 
posed to turn in fellow classmates w hom they know 
are cheating, but how often dm s this happen?— 
rarely it ever. And when and it it does, tin- student 
who takes this action receives quite a bit of criti- 
cism. He liecoines a stool -pigeon. Yes. 1 1 it - other 
students do lose out. It isn't lair -but who has the 
courage to do anything almut it?

"To the library. I have 
ing to do." 

That could easily be heard on 
campus since an announcement last 
week that a UK staff member has 
published a volume that must be 
read through a microscope or some 
other special optical instrument. 

Publisher of the new book is Mrs. 
Ellen B. Stutsman, head cataloger 
in the Margaret I. King Library, who 
calls her creation the "microcard" 
book. According to Mrs. Stutsman, 
microcards are simply 35 millimeter 
contact prints of photographs of 
entire book pages. 

Fifty pages, she explained, can be 
printed on a three by five-inch card 
and the average book will fit on 
three to six cards. 

Title of the unique volume is "De- 
velopment of Library Cataloging of 
Kentucky Official Documents." It 
is pan of a series edited by Dr. Law- 
rence S Thompson, director of the 
University Libraries, and published 
by the University of Rochester Press 
tor the Association of College and 
Reference Libraries. 

The particular microcard series 
began last fall and more than 20 
volumes have been published since 
then— representing more books than 
the average university press issues 
in an entire year. 

Dr. Thompson, however, assured 
book lovers that they needn't worry- 
about microcards replacing conven- 
tional books. "Until a form of mi- 
crotext is developed which can be 
read anywhere and in any way the 
ordinary book can be read." he said, 
the codex book will be with us. 
Until we develop a microcard or 
microfilm that can be read in a fish- 
ing skiff, on the subway, or with a 
couple of children crowding you in 
an over-stuffed chair, the conven- 
tional book is safe." 

Dr. Thompson pointed out that 
the two main purposes of microtext 
is to save space in libraries and to 
make available Important research 
materials in demand by relatively 
few specialists— a function not eco- 
in a letterpress edition

"Few students," Mr. LIUy said, 
realize what a big operation we 
are." 

The Service Builumg, besides be- 
ing the center of UK upkeep, is 
also like a giant horn of plenty to 
borrowing-minded University stu- 
dents. And "borrowing" Is one of 
the many problems of M & O. 

Although the maintenance de- 
partment has everything from trac- 



tors to pruning shears, loan requests 
from students and Indent groups 
sometimes reach the impossible 
Lances Carnival and the May Day 
parade are two big . inspirations for 
big-minded borrower . 

For Instance. Mr LiUy cites the 
case of a brwhr-eyed co-ed who 
wanted technicolor lights for her 
sorority skit. "Her skit was as 
elaborate as a Zigfield Follies num- 
ber." Mr Lillv said. "I hated to 
tell her we didn't have the lights " 

Students come to the Service 
Building lor such items as trucks 
sound systems, and tractors. M Si O 
has these ltpm . but is not per- 
mitted to loan them out. 

There are only a few items that 
cant be loaned out. however.' Stu- 
dents can procure chairs, tables, 
risers, floor-sanding machines, ln- 
sectisides. rakes, electric lights and 
numerous other thins from M <Sr 
O's copious stipplv. 

Some stadr.it im luxations abuse 
the privilege of borrowing M & O 
material by not returning Items 
promptly or not at all Most abuses 
are minor, however, and the "re- 
turn" probleni i:. '.uthin l.rruts. ac- 
cording to Mr Lilly. 

Although th«- maintenance of UK's 
grounds and buildings is n full-time 
Job in itself. M & O is a cordial 
granter of many students' whims

Three skulls or prunitivc men have 
dded to the collection of the 
Anthropology Department, bringing 
the total to 25. Dr Charles | Snow, 
head of the department, ha. an- 
nounced. 

The plaster cast skull, arc used 
in classes to aid in the studies of 
anthropology. These reproductions 
of primitive skulls are made 
throughout many parts of the world 
In museiun and university labora- 
tories. 

The most recent skulls received 
by the department are Rliodesian 
man. Homo rhodeslensis. a contem- 
porary man from France, Cro- 
Magnon, Mount Carmel man. and a 
large ape-like man. Pithecanthropus 
robustus. 

Found In A l .ive 

The Homo rhodesiensis skull was 
found in a cave at Broken Hill. 
North Rhodesia. Africa in 1921. His 
dated existence on earth is not too 
certain but It is -aid to be around 
the Pleistocene Age ta term taken 
from geological rock atcsi. The 
Rhodesian man has the physical 
features of Hie Negro, such as jaw 
projection and dommaitf brow ridge- 
above the eyes. 

Cro-Magnon, named after the 
village where it was discoverer!, was 
first found m France in '8611. Since 
then, the remains of 13 others have 
been unearthed It; rave:, of the Red 
Rocks or the Cote d" Azur in the 
French Meditermnoaii coastal area 

He is known to have first appeared 
ill the late Pleistocene Ate. about 
2 r i,000 years ago His features are 
similar to Iho.e of modern K.U'o- 
peans. He has a protruding chin 



bone, a long slrndrr nose bone, and 
a very slight brow ridge. 

The man railed Mount Carmel is 
said to be a hybrid of Neanderthal 
another early rare of men. and 
modern man oecause his leatures 
are a combination ol both, such as 
the prominent brow ridge of Nean- 
dertal man and the cheek bones 
and brain ch.v ol modem man 
He stood over six teet. a greater 
height lhaii Mint of the rangi 
modern man. 

Dr. Snow reconstructed this kull 
bv adding portions around the nasal 
area and restoring its original 
shape, whirh had been distorted 

The piaster cast skull o| Mount 
Carmel man is referred to as Skhul 
V because it i.- one of the 11 skulls 
found in Hkhul Cave, m Asia Minor 
Skhul V has a cap between his Jaw

Hagan, as all Kentuckians will 
agree, is probably the most graceful 
basketeer in the country today He 
never appears to tire during the 
process of a game, due to the ease 
with which he handles himself. 
Cliff's most dangerous weapon is his 
devastating hook shot, which he 
can shoot with either hand Hagan. 
like Pettit, also has a wide variety 
of shots — blind shots, "tips", jump 
shots, one handers. and recently, he 
even developed a looping, two- 
handed, over-head set shot from the 
corner, which makes guarding this 
hiiman iceberg even more hopeless 
than it previously was. Although he 
is comparatively small for a present 
day pivot man <6-4i. Cliff makes 
up for it in his tremendous leaping 
ability. He is currently averaging 
24.3 points a game 

Ramsey, the so-called 'blond 
bombshell', is a different type per- 
former than either Pettit or Hagan. 
At 6-3 he is one of the most feared 
"drivers" in the conference, or na- 
tion. Although he is listed as a 
guard. Frank often performs at the 
forward slot, and frequently slides 
into the pivot, which he played in 
high school, to allow teammate 
Hagan to move around more. A fine 
cutside shot and rebounder, he is 
averaging 192 points per tilt.
